THE PARIS EXHIBITION OF 1867. 
INTERNATIONAL exhibitions of works of art and industry are 


when he originated theproject, The central ideaywhich should 
ve been to actual expressions of it what the soul is to the 
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body, was but inadequately developed in 1851, nor can it be said 
to have subsequently exerted all the furmative force of which 
it is evidently capable. That idea was, not so much a vast 
collection of objects from all countries, which, duly arranged, 
might constitute an attractive and instructive show, but a sort 
of competitive examination concerning the processes and 
results of arts and industry, to which each nation might 
send its best specimens, and, by a comparison of one with 
another, determine their relative merits, It was only natural 
that in the earlier exhibitions this object should have been 
partially overlaid by what was really of secondary im- 
portance—namely, a magnificent assortment of the principal 
articles of trade, interspersed with chefs-d’ ewvre of art, and 
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rendered piquant by rare curiosities. Still, it gained strength 
at every successive experiment, and bids fair at the approaching 
Paris Exhibition to assert its proper predominance. 

Several causes have contributed to this result. Former in- 
ternational exhibitions have provoked a spirit of emulation in 
the application of art to industrial processes which scarcely 
existed previously to 1851. Trade on the Continent has been 
liberated from some of its heaviest shackles. Nations have 
come to discriminate the directions in which each one enjoys 
especial advantages over the rest, and to throw their best efforts 
into the kinds of enterprise for which they are best fitted. 
They have tested each other s comparative strength and weak- 
ness over an extensive field of manufacturing skill, and 
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are constantly widening the range of their markets, | 
What was once a mere stimulant to pride is rapidly | 
becoming an affair of commercial interest. The race | 


which ueed to partake of the nature of sport, the excitement 
of which was rated at a higher estimate than the prize, has 
been turned into a serious contest, in which loss of ground 
is Joss of profit as well as of pre-eminence, There is, there- 
fore, less care for the coming exhibition as a show—although 
in this respect it is likely to transcend all its predecessors— 
and a much deeper and more anxious interest in it as a com- 
petitive trial of the ingenuity and skill with which the laws 
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of nature can be made tributary to the wants of man,

| AUSTRIA. 

The draught of M. Veak’s address, alluded to in our last

| army, expresses regret that absolute measures on the part of 
Government continue to lessen the hopes of a compromise botweea 
Austria and Hungary. It declares that, by virtua: of the 
|laws of the country, the Royal diplomi, the Pragmatic 

Sanction, and invariable constitutional practics, the adoption 

of measures relating to the army organisation belong to 
} the Diet, and that Hungary can never surrender this right, 
which is the vital condition of all constitutional existence. 
| The address continues thus :—* Even on the ground of expediency 
alone, the patent on military reorganisation should never have b22a 
| issued, as the existence of a State is not secured by the numerical 
| strength and valour of its army uoless the army have a contented 
| people at its back, and this patent has produced but a general feeling 
| of irritation. Moreover, the urgency of a reorganisation of the 
| army is but a fresh reason for a restoration of the constitution, inas- 
moe & as Hungary without a constitution is in case of need but a weak 
source of reliance, and the Diet can lay no burdens upon the 
nation so long as the latter continues deprived of its rights. 
Hungary recognises the eutiy for a change in the military 
system, and will sanction all suitable modifications ; but looks upon 
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the measures which have been ordered without the consent of the 
The address, in conclusion, prays his Majesty not

to make an arrangement between Austria and Hungary imp ssible 
by absolate decrees, but to withdraw the present patent and all 
other illegal ordinances, and to immediately re-establish the Con- 
stitution, on the ground that the strengthening of the State and the 
objects of the Pragmatic Sanction will only be attaizable by a 
return to a Constitutional state of things, both in Hungary and in 
the countries on the other side of the Leitha. 

The Lower House of the Hungarian Diet almost unanimously 
passed, on Tuesday, M. Deak’s address. The Upper House will at 
once take this address into consideration, and, of course, adopt it, 
If the Emperor still persists in attempting to enforce this pateat in 
Hungary, without the Diet’s previous assent, it seems probable that 
M. Deak and the Moderate Magyar party will at once relinquish the 
attempt to negotiate a compromise between the Emperor aad his 
Hungarian subjects. 

In Saturday's sitting of the Lower House of the Hungarian Diet, 
three members who had accepted posts under the Goverament 
announced their resignation of their seats in the Di The Chamber 
passed a resolution declaring that it expected all m ors to adopt 
a similar course under such circumstances, 

M. Bartal, Vice-president of the Governorship of Pesth, has ten- 
dered his resignation, in consequence of the Imperial patent on the 
army reorganisation having been issued without the assent of the 
council of sence nen in Pesth. 

An Imperial decree has been issued at Vienna d recting that all 
orders given by the Minister of Finance relating to the issue of Go- 
vernment bank-notes shall in fature require the counter-signature 
of the commission appointed for the control of the public debt to 
become valid.

APYALLING ACCIDENT IN REGENT’S PARK. 
On Tueeday afternoon an accident involving a serious loss of life 
occurred through the breaking of the ice on the ornamental water 
in Regent’s Park. The ecene of the terrible event was that portion 
of the lake extending along the side of the pleasure-gr ound in front 
of Bursea-place, and is about 300 yards in length by 130 in breadth, 
At the cast and west ends are small islands, and on the north side 
there is a third emall island midway between the other two, and 
cpposite the end of the low park which bounds that side of the water. 

On this part of the lake, which is the broadest, several thousand 
persons bad been skating during the forenoon without any accident 
taking place, although i 


icemen on duty as very unsafe, from its being principally snow ice. 


About half-past three o'clock in the afternoon there were near the | 


same spot about 500 skaters, among whom were many ladies, there 
being at the same time on the banks from 2000 to 3000 spec- 
tatois, The excitement and fun were at their highest. Select 
ciicles were surrounding the more skilled skaters, men of all ages 
and claeses were darting acroes in each direction, the park was 
iéscunding with sounds of merriment and life, when, without warn- 
ing, the scene was terribly changed. The entire expanse of ice, 
covcrirg nearly an acre of water, gave way according to some, ex- 
pledcd according to others, and wes agitated as if by an earth- 
quake according to others. The fatal cracks are described as 
thocting with sharp reports in every conceivable direction, and with 


euch rapidity that 1¢ ecemed as if the giving way was simultaneous | 


e ice was looked upon by the experienced | 
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in exch direction, Within a minute the whole sheet of the ice over | 
the full width of the lake gave way, and split up into fragments of | 
afcw yarcs square, A general rush was made for the banks, | 


Unfortunately, this broke up the soft ice into still smaller pieces, | 


Nun. bere of persons fell through the crevices into the water, which 
ie, at this part 12ft. deep. About 200 persons were struggling in 
the water, and screaming for help. A few, with great presence of 
mind, threw themselves flat upon the surface of the pieces of ice 
and were thus instrumental in saving the lives of many of those in the 
water, as well as preserving their own until assistance came to them 
Several ladics and gentlemen who were standing at different 
prints have endeavoured to convey the sceve that was photographed 
vpcn their minds when it first burst upon them. As may be ex- 
pected, words, neither written nor spoken, can adequately portray 
the hoiror of the moment, In some directions eplashes only indi- 
cated were a human being had disappeared ; here and there o head 
would «merge, revealing the agonised features of one who clutched 
at the troken, slippery ice and again sank ; men were seen leaping 
from block to block, falling at length upon a piece large enough to 
eustain them for a moment, butemall enough to tilt over before they 
had eccured a place of refuge, Nearer the banks, ia the shallow 
water, men and women floundered about with terror-stricken 
childien in their arms ; a few, by their own exertions, reached safet 
after being immersed in the centre of the space for a long time ; a | 
disturbing the already troubled waters on every hand, could be seen 
the up-thrown arms of men and boys struggling face to face with 
death, ‘Lhese were the prominent features of the picture the eye 
tock in at one hurried sweep, The screams of those struggling and 
sinking in the water, and the shouts of the people on the banks, 
adced to the horror of the scene. , 
Most of the icemen did all that it was possible to do under the 
circumstances, and three of them narrowly esca: drowning, 
having, when in the water helping the people out, been setzed by 
others drowning and pulled under the ice, Several of the park- 
keepers and spectators rendered great aid, and more than one hun- 
dred persons within a few minutes of the accident were got on shore, 


the great number of whom were so much exhausted that they had * 


to be taken to the Humane Society's tent and placed under medical 
treatment, While this was going on, several ms who were in 
the water in the middle of the lake, and whom it was impossible for 
the icemen to reach, the ladd ers and boats being rendered almos: 
useless owing to the state of the ice, were teen to sink back ex- 
baurtcd, evidently benumbed with cold, after vainly endeavouring 
to support themselves by clutching at the rotten ice, which crumbled 
away in their grasp. 

Many inetences of gallantry and of coolness took place. 

One man, at the most imminent risk, plunged in and brought 
several children eafely out, 

It is also related that «a gentleman who fell so that his 
head ard chest rested on a large block of ice, while his feet 
were in the water, lay smoking his pipe for a long time while 
the boate were farther out picking up as fast as possible those 
in a worse position, He began, however, to realise his position, and, 
removing his pipe from his mouth, he called out, “ Fifty pounds to 
anyore who wil fetch me out!” Several abortive attempts were 
made to reach him with ropes, poles, and ladders, A man, with the 
aid of a ladder, reached a emai) piece of sound ice, and endeavoured 
to throw a rope to him, but it fell short, He then managed to push 
the ladder on to a piece of ice farther ont, and, standing on the 
former, he again threw the ope. In doing so he fell, and, in cling- 
ing to the lacder, he hurt himself and was drawn ashore, A gentle- 
man then got into an escape fitted up with barrels at the end, 
When pushed out as far as possible, he got into the water, and 
enccavoured to push the cecape along, but he did not suaccced, 
Eventually, a man stripped to his and trousers, and, a rope 
having been fixed to his waist, he desperately fonght his way through 
the ice, and, seizing the ekater round the body, they were both 
dragged to land amid tremendous cheers, 

Mr. Moore, who receiveda medal two years ago for saving people 
under similar cironmelances, was very active, and raved several 
persone, 


A man, supeoeny a mechanic, was shrieking for help about fifty 


yards out, when his cries attracted the attention of a gentleman in 
the crowd. Withont a moment’s hesitation he sprang into the 


water, battered a passage through the ice with his naked fist, and 
made for the now sinking man, who immediately threw his arms 
round his neck and locked him in a perilous embrace, To the 
horror of those who were watching the incident, both disappeared 
for the instant, but they ey returned safe, amidst the 

laudits of the bystanders, The gentleman, giving his companion 
into the charge of several willing persons, disappeared before any 
one could speak to him. 

The pleasure-boats ordinarily let out by Mr, Searle, were brought 
into requisition, and one of these, directed by Mr. Archer, the 
superintendent, was instrumental in saving many lives, From his 
first expedition amongst the broken ice Archer returned with ten 
men in hire, for this time veritable life-boat. Again and again he 
push«d forward, and up to the very last he was seen at work, It 
was a tenible work for all—police, society’s men, park-keepers, and 
private individuals, many of whom ran into great risks in their well- 
meant endeavours to give aid. As every boat pushed off there were 
as many volunteers to man her as would have swamped her, and as 
every boat moved or was blocked there arose cheers from the spec- 
tatons, ard redoubled cries from those whose lives depended on the 
work, The most noteworthy and touching of these incidents was 
that of a father holding his two children, a boy and a girl, and who 
had held them all the long thirty minutes of the acting of this 
terrible scene. He stood up to his waist in the water, hemmed in by 
large masses of ice, holding his boy on one shoulder and the girl 
under the other arm. At length a boat made its way to him, and he 
and bis children were brought ashore amid the acclamations of the 
crcwd and scme ter rs< f mingled grief and joy, 

Mcst praireworthy measures were taken to resuscitate the insen- 
sible, revive the faint, and help the weak. The inhabitants of the 
Leighboming terraces—Sussex-terrace especially—sent out an abun- 
cant supply of stimulants and clothing. The Humane Society's 
tent was much too emall to accommodate those who required the 
attention of the three surgeons present, Amongst the crowd, by a 
m.ost fortunate circumstance, were Mr, and Mrs. Douglas, the master 
and matron of Marylebone workhouse, and their presence of mind 
and energy cannot be too highly oe The former immedi- 
ately sent for police, blankets, and brandy, and the latter hastened 
to the workhouse, to prepare for the reception of the injured. The 
sesult cf this praiseworthy promptitude was that s ms and their 
remedics were ready before the first patient arriv Indeed, the 
whole resouices cf the establishment were at the disposal of those 
who needcd them, Fifteen men and boys, in various stages of ex- 
haustion, arrived there in cabs, and were subjected to proper 
treatment. While some of the patients were apparently lifeless 
others were in a state of delirium, crying out for help, and suffering 
over again the agonies of immersion. Four or five young men re- 
covered quickly and were sent home, amongst them an iceman 
namcd Sheridan, who had been nearly drowned, 

THE SEARCH FOR BODIES. 

‘lhe true magnitude of the catastrophe has not yet been fully 
ascertained. 

With the dawn of Wednesday came fresh horrors, All who could 
be saved had, of course, been saved the night before; but nightfall 
interrupted the operations. It was hoped, rather than expected, 
that the number of ten— consisting of eight lying at the Marylebone 
Workhouse and two at St. Mary's Hospital, Saddington might 
reprerent the weight of the calamity. But a few hours’ labour at 
the scene of the accident showed that the measure of the loss had 
been more truly taken at the time of the occurrence. Body after 
body was carried down by the police till, at three o'clock, the num- 
ber was more than thirty, any of these were well and even 
fashionably dressed young men, with watches and sums of money in 
their pockets, Some were mere boys. Of those belonging to the 
better classes nearly all had skates upon their feet. The counte- 
nances of those taken out of the water on Tuesday were not greatly 
discompored, nor were their clothes dirtied ; but in the case of those 
brcvght to the surface on Wednesday, not only did their clothes 
show traccs of the mud at the bottom of the lake, but their features 
wore a harder and more painfulexpression, In many cases, also, the 
tkin was purpled, or almost blackened, as if with fr ost bites. 

To stand in or near the deadhouse was more trying than to wit- 
ness the actual arivals; for a loud scream was invariably the 


| snucunccment that some unhappy father, mother, sister, or wife had 


found the object of their search. 

It was (says the 7imes correspondent) a relief to quit this house of 
wee, even for the spot where the search was being prosecuted. At 
first it seemed, from the aspect of the place, in the last degree im- 
probable that such an accident could have occurred, The ice was 
frozen hard and thick—so obstinate, in fact, was its resistance that 
fifteen, sometimes twenty minutes’, hard work was requisite with 
tools suitable for the purpose before a narrow passage could be 
made allowing a boat to advance its own length. Seven boats, 
ome or skiffs were engaged during the day at the portion of the 
ake where it was believed that the majority had fallen in ; and it 
was as much as the men in them could do to make and keep suf- 
ficient openings clear for the purpose of using thedrags, Along the 
edges of the lake others co-operated by cutting and breaking pieces 
of ice as far out as they could reach, or by floating away fragments 
from the tracks and narrow canals left by the passage of the boats. 
Lecking closely at the surface, traces of the previous day's catas- 
trophe were discernible, Great flaws and scars in the surface, knit 
together by fresh ice, indicated, like badly-healed wounds, that there 
must have been some violent disruption of the surface, and the ice 
itself preserved some records of its own treachery in the hats and 
cradges, and in one part a lady's muff, which, once afloat, were now 
congealed with the solid mars, 

Up to nine or ten o'clock, with the exception of the police, Humane 
Society men, and park-keepere, the inclosure was left to its legitimate 
cecupants, the outside public taking its stand on the elevated ri 
at the north-east side cf the lake. After that hour, however, 
mars of people outside the railings, becoming excited by the fact 
swe bedies were being found in such numbers, clambered over the 

arriers. 

Between one and two o'clock on every side of the lake there was 
a wall of human faces and figures, in some places six, in others 
twenty, deep. Many of these were watching with an interest only 
too real the progress of the search, but the vast majority unmis- 
takably belonged to the class for which “rough” has become the 
accepted designation. The air seems to carry to this class, as it does 
to birds of particular habits, the scent of blood. A dreadful accident 
happens one day, and the next there they are in thousands gazing upon 
the victims, It is only fair towards the men themselves to say that, as 
a rule, they seemed touched and softened by the magnitude and cha- 


| racter of the calamity, and that comparatively few remarks anworthy 





of the place or of the scene were indulged in. But there they were, 
fullowing the instincts of their tribe. In the face of a bitin 
wind, and occasionally of thin drifts of snow, they kept their groun 
for hours, watching with an interest that never slacke that 
solemn quarrying of the ice with hatchet, pickaxe, stone-hammer, 
and mallet, and the still more dreadful feeling along the bottom for 
something that, when it was found, came up stark and stiff. As 
often as one of these shapeless masses, more like tranks of trees 
than anything else, rose to the side of the boat, and was tenderly 
lifted in, that ghastly sound, which is not a sob, nor a gasp, nor a 
groan, nor a yell, but a compound of all four, the cry of the British 
mob, went up into the air, Many times, too many times, this cry 
was heard during the day. Strong men and little boya—the artisan, 
the itinerant fruit-vender, and the poor little blue-coat bosy—were 
fished wp one after the other by those awful hooks, As soon as they 
were landed they were laid upon the grass to be identified ; if not 
recognised withia a certain time, or, indeed, whether or not, they 
were carried off on stretchers to be added to the lamentable total at 
the Marylebone Workhouse, At half-past seven o'clock in the even- 
ing twenty-three bodies formed the result of Wednesday's operations. 
‘Lhe dragging for the bodies of the drowned was resumed at an 
early hour on Thursday morring, That se yet remain under 
water no one doubts, but the process of recovery is necessarily a slow 
one. Notwithstanding the severity of the weather, the bank was

OPENING OF THE INQUEST. 


The inquest upon the bodies of the deceased persons was opened 
by Dr. Lankester, the Coroner for Central Middlesex, on Wednesday 
evening, at the board-room of the Marylebone Workhouse. The 
inquiry was opened thus early in order that the necessary identifica- 
tion should be proceeded with and the bodies delivered up to the 
friends, The doors of the workhouse were surrounded by crowds of 
people, many of whom besought admittance on the plea that rela- 
tives and friends were missing, and the distress of some of the 
applicants was mest painful. The jury having been sworn, the 
following identifications were taken on oath :— 

Donald Macintyre, 8, Highbury-crescent, Islington, was identified by 
Captain Moriarty, of her Majesty's ship Fox. He was twenty-six years of 
age, and was a silkmercer. 

William Smith, 6, Margaret-street, Cavendish-square, was identified as a 
gasfitter, twenty-six years of age. 

Thomas Harvey, jun., 38, Springfield-place, Leeds, residing with friends, 
56, Torrington. square, was described as seventeen years of age, and a student 
at University College Hospital. 

Charles Jukes, 8, Dorset-buildings, New-street-mews, Dorset-square, was 
stated by his father to be nine years of age. 

H, Woodhouse, of Bedford House, Tavistock-square, was identified by the 
Rev. Arthur W. Archer as his nephew.

The only other body remaining ia the Marylebone W orkhouse has 
been identafied as that of Mr. Thomas Wilson Spencer, of Keighley, 
Yorkshire, who had been staying at the Inns of Court Hotel, aud 
who had a half of a firet-ciass return ticket to Bradford ia his 
pocket when he lost his life. 

During the proceedings only two or three observations were made 
apart from the identification, The father of one of the deceased 
persons complained that the ice was purposely broken round some 
parts of the lake, and to this he attributed the accident, The body 
of the deceased Davies was identified by the son of Dr, Hardwicke, 
the deputy coroner, This witness stated that he was on the ice with 
deceased, and, having a presentiment that the ice would break, he 
walked to the land, 

The inquest was formally adjourned until Saturday evening, for 
the further identification of the bodies lying in the deadhouse, and 
of any more which may be recovered.

NEVER in our time has the metropolis been so agitated as it 
was by the news that spread from street to street on Tuesday 
evening. Word was passed that on the finest bit of skating- 
ground which we have—the broad portion of the Ornamental 
Lake in Regent's Park—a fearful disaster had occurred. The 
ice had given way, hundreds had gone done, and the number 
of the dead was unknown, but they were being drawn out in 
scores, That was a fearful night in manya household. To 
some homes were brought back the lifeless remains of those 
who had a few hours before gone forth in health and strength 
for a salutary amusement ; tosome the exhausted forms of the 
rescued were borne, but only that they might die ere dawa. 
But in the majority of cases the torture of uncertainty wi: 
added to the affliction. When the sun went 
the fatal lake the work of search was discontinued, 
for it was but too obvious that the waters held none but the 
dead. The night of terror had to be endured, and the next 
day brought to very many the assurance of the fate of those 
near and dear to them. Under the eyes of thousands the ice- 
men toiled at their grim work, and their strange skill brought 
up the dead with a hideous rapidity, While we write the 
bodies of more than thirty-seven persons, of nearly all graies 

of society, await the Coroner's inquisition ;

but this number 
does not include those who were taken to their homes ani 
who perished from the fright and exhaustion, {nd thoze 
the best right to be heard assure us: that the 
lake has not given up all who died, and, per- 
haps, it may be many days before the whole number shall 
be recovered. It may be that when the memory 
of the horror shall have somewhat pacsed away, and the 
waters again echo to the laugh of the boaters, some ghas'ly 
testimony to the disaster we record will emerge from the 
abyss of mud, and horrify those who will be shouting over the

spot on a mass of human beings were 
shrieking in vain. 

Why do we dwel! upon the scene, which has been so 
repeatedly and elaborately described by contemporaries, and 
which has already impressed itself sufficiently upon the minds 
of the public? Assuredly from no desire to write sensa- 
tionally, or to comply with the eonvention which not infre- 
quently dictates an article when no purpose is to be served by 
it. We recur to the catastrophe in the belief that it is 
the duty of a journalist to lose no opportunity of creating 
opinion in favour of something like good government for the 
metropolis. 

When a casualty of any kind occurs, the first instinct is to 
accuse somebody, if possible, and to call fur punishment. It 
is a natural feeling, and thereis no use in warring against it. 
In the present case accusation set in very early, The par‘- 
keepers were charged with having caused the disaster by 
breaking a little lake for the waterfowl, who would other- 
wise have perished. When the absurdity of this allegation 
was manifest, as it was to all who know the park and its 
waters, the blame was transferred to the Humane Society 
men for not warning the public. Bat it has been proved that 
warning was given incessantly, and to hundreds ; and many 
took it, and now thank their good sense ; but the majority 
would not be warned, Then the police are abused for not 
keeping the people off, though in the first place the police 
have no right to do so, and in the next place, the 
entire police force of London could not have defended 
the enormous area at any point of which the c-owd could have 
rushed in. At last the exhaustive process has brought us to 
the real criminal. The true offender is the Pablic, The 
catastrophe was brought about by those who have no self- 
restraint, and who, if they have common-sense, invariably 
allow it to be silenced by their love of amusement or excite- 
ment. It was notorious—it had been proclaimed in al! the 
papers of Tuesday morning—that the ice on the London 
waters would be unsafe for large numbers that day, It 
was known on the ice in Regent's Park that afternoon 
that the chances of a disaster were increasing every 
minute, as the crowds came on, and many strong men and 
skilful skaters withdrew in actual terror, Yet the masses 
would not leave the place. What gave the fatal impulse that 
broke up the field and bade the victims fall to rise no more 
is not known, nor is it important, Most probably it was 
a rush to see one of the first of the unfortunate struggling 
with his fate, But all was over in a miserable half hour. 
Long before that time most of those whom we mourn were 
dead, and the banks of the lake presented a scenc of agonics 
which those who witnessed them desire to forget, and may 
not, 

But we had no such unpractical an intention as that of 
preaching self-command to the public. Even the instinct of 
self-preservation is not powerful enough to prevent a crowd 
from risking their lives, and morals and axioms are not likely to 
succeed. But if London had a Government, such a scene as 
that of Tuesday would hare been impossible, An intelligent 
Minister for London would have felt it his business to know 
whether the men, women, and children of London ought to 
be allowed to go on the ice or not. And if he were informed 
that it was unsafe he would exert the powers with which he 
would be armed and take care that they should not 
venture, If an organisation of police could not drive 
them off—though if it were known that the law was 
with the Minister a small show of determination to 
exact it, a fow examples, would suffice—he could make it 
impossible by calling in a few engineers and destroying the 
ice-field for any purpose of amusement, as a handful of 
Sappers and a little powder would do by any London ios-field 
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amatter, But at present no man has the right to interfere— 


that is to say, London has no Government. Hideous 
ure the illustrations of this truth, but none of them 
has been so hideous as the scene of Tuesday, Even 
when it had occurred, and when every moment of 
unfettered exertion was invaluable, the police could do 
little against the crowds, who, in their thoughtless selfish- 
ness, pressed around the icemen and made it impossible for 
them to give full swing to the ropes and full impetus to the 
line-wheels, nor would any remonstrance make them fall 
back. With such material to deal with, rational men may 
well demand a municipal government that shall be able to 
exert for the public a control which it is too idiotic to exert 
upon itself, For the sake of this argument we have re- 
luctantly recurred to the most melancholy incident ia the 
recent annals of London, 


OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 
PARLIAMENT was formally prorogued on Tuesday to Feb, 5, when it 
will assemble for the dispatch of business, We have much pleasure 
in stating that the Queen will open Parliament in person, and with 
the same state as last year. Her Majesty is expected to leave 
Osborne on Feb. 4 for Windsor Castle, and on the 5th to proceed 
thence to London, in order to open Parliament in person. 

It is stated that the address in the House of Commons, in answer 
to the Queen’s speech, will be moved by Lord Holmesdale, member 
for West Kent, and seconded by Mr, 8. R. Graves, one of the 
members for Liverpool, 

Mr. Gladstone, as leader of the Opposition, has issued the follow- 
ing circular to his friends and supporters :-— 

Florence, Jan 10, 1867. Sir,—-The meeting of Parliament has been fixed 
for Feb. 5; and, as it is highly probable that business of great public im- 
portance will come under ita consideration at the opening of the Session, I 
take the liberty of expressing my hope that it may be consistent with your 
convenience to be in your place on that day.—I have the honour to be, your 
very faithful servant, W. B. GLADSTONE, 

The Morning /erald understands that one of the earliest proposals 

of ber Majesty's Ministers in the approaching Session will be for 
the appointment of a Committee to inquire into the working of the 
Bank Charter Act, The duty of the Committee will be not so much 
to consider the advisability of repealing the Act of 1844 as to 
discuss certain amendments that are deemed necessary for its 
improvement. Amongst these will be a proposition to relieve the 
Bank of its present power of issue, and place it in the hands of the 
Government. Another important question that will be dealt with 
soon after the assembling of Parliament will be the health of the 
eamen of the mercantile marine; and we learn with great pleasure 
that the President of the Poor-Law Board will early in the Session 
introduce a bill for the improvement of the administration of poor 
relief. It is plain that the Ministry have not been idle during the 
recess, and that we may look forward for many valuable social 
reforms as the result of their labours,

in weight, were wasbe d over the breakwater and down its slope on the inlan! 
side. A survey has since been made f the damage done, and an estimate oi 
it at £10,000 has been reported to Government. 


The extreme rigour of the weather has occasionel a 
number of fatal accidents. Among the most painfal casualties on the ice are 
the deaths by drowning of two young ladies, named Place, at Leamington 
on Monday. They were skating with a party on the frozen Leam, when the 
treacherous support gave way and, while the rest saved themselves or were 
rescued, their bodies were not brought to the bank until life was extinct, 
On Sunday a daughter of Mr. White, quartermaster-sergeant of the 
Oxfordshire militia, fell through the ice on the river Isis, and was drowaod. 
Miss Caroline Vincent, aged 15, second danghter of Lord St. Vincent, fe'l 
while skating on the ice in Godmersham Park the same day, and died the 
following morning from a fracture of her skull.

He likewise reported that the inspector of shipping hai 
inspected 150 ships during that time, twelve of which were found in a filthy 
condition, and notices had been given for the ifying ot them. Ths 
inspectors of meat and markets had scized and condemned 14,422!b. of meat 
as unfit for human food. It consisted of 69sheep, 43 pigs, 2 calves, 70 quarters 
of beef, and 368 joints of meat. 10,561 Ib. wore diseased, 2442 lb. putrid, ani 
the rest was from animals that had died from natural causes, On tho iri 
inst. a jobbing butcher of Kast Brent wae convicted of sending diseased meat 
to Newgate Market for sale as human food, and was sentence! to two months’ 
imprisonment. Dr. Letheby also reported that during the last four weeks 
there had been 151 births and 203 deaths registered in the City, The mortality 
returns were below the average (247) for the corresponding period of the Last 
ten years. Sixty-five of the deaths, or about one third of the total number, 
had been among children of Jess than five years of age, and sixty were among 
ereones at sixty and upwards.

The comparatively mild weather of last week having been 
succeeded by a keen frost, the ornamental waters in the Royal patks have 
been frozen over, and have, as a natural consequence, been crowlel with 
skaters and sliders and lookers-on. There have been namorens imnorsions 
through the breaking of the ice, but none of a fatal nature. excep the terrible 
calamity which took place on Tuesday afternoon in Rogent’s Park, the 
details of which are reported in another colame. During the early par: of 
Monday there was a fog, which, while general thronghont Lonen, attainol 
ite greatest degree of density at the East-End. Owing to the accum iation of 
ice in the Thames, its navigation has been rendered somewhat dangerous, and 
several of the above-bridge boats have been stopped. . 

The births of 2382 children—1229 boys and 1153 girls—were 
registered in London during the week ending Saturday, Jan. 12. In the corres 
ponding weeks of ten years 1857-66, the average number, corrocted for increase 
of population, was 2086, The deaths registered in London during the week 
were 1891, It was the second week of the year, and the average number of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 172°. 
The deaths exceeded the average by 171. The excess is due to the cold weather, 
South-west winds prevailed during the two last weeks of the year, with 

ariable intensity, and the temperature was unusually mild; a calm set ia 
and fogs spread over the whole face of the country for three or four days; 
then on New-Year's Day the north wind sprang up after a calm and on the 
following days mingled with the west, south, and east winds; 10in. of snow 
fell on Wednesday, (Jan. 2), and intense cold brought the temperature of the 
air down at night within a few degrees of zero at Greenwich, and lower 
eleewhere at the end of that week. The slow moving temperature of the 
Thames fell in six days from, 43 deg. to 35 deg. in the day, and from 4i deg. 
to 31 deg. at night; so that on Jan, 5 its waters were below the freozin 
point, and there remained until Jan.7, after which they gradually rose t 
s6deg. on Saturday last. The effects of the cold are now visible in th 
returns, for instead of 1436 and 1437 deaths, as in the two preceeding weeks, 
there appear on the registers of last week 1891 deaths. The change of 
temperature has killed about 455 persons in London. Few were directly 
frozen to death ; the majority having vital force enough to struggle agains 
the freezing cold, but not enough to prevent them from succumbing un le 
bronchitis and other affections, The mortality varied with the powers of 
resistance, which is greatest about the age of puberty, and least in old aze, 
when the lamp of life is flickering. Thus the deaths above those in the last 
week of 1866 were 48 at the ages unger 20; and 46 at the age 20—W; 113 at 
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4°—60 ; 204 at 60—80 ; and 44 at th® age of 80 and upwards: making in all 
455. In such weatber, to give fire, food, and clothing Is to give life. —-Tne 
births registered last week in London and twelve other large t ; the 
United Kingdom were 4519; the deaths registered, 3843. The anna » of 


mortality was 32 per 1000 persons living. The annual rate of mortality last 
week was 32 per 1000 in London, and 33 in Edinburgh; 25 in Bristol, 25 in 
Birmingham, 36 in Liverpool, 38 in Manchester, 39 in Salford, 32 in Sheffield, 
31 in Leeds, 29 in Hull, 42 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 75 in Glasgow.-——

when the mean temperature was 17°4 deg. 


A special meeting of the Royal National Life-boat Institu- 
tion was held, on Thureday, at its house, John-strect, Adelphi, to take into 
consideration a communication from General Knollys, as well as the unasa- 
ally numerous shipwrecks that had taken place during the first days of the 
present month—Thomas Baring, Esq., M.P., F.R.S., in the chair. General 
Knollys stated in his letter that H.R.H. the Prince of Wales would have 
much satisfaction in acceding to the request of the committee to take Lhe 
ecbair at the forthcoming annual meeting of the institation next month 
The committee expressed their high appreciation of the Prince's kind and 
prompt responee to their application. The Lord Mayor hai, in the most 
obliging manner, placed for the occasion the Egyptian Hall in the Mansion 
House at the disposal of the institution. Reports were read from different 
branches of the institution detailing the noble services of the life- boats of the 
institution during the late gales. It appeared that thirty-one life-boats hal 
been need on these disastroas occasions, and that one hundred and thirieeu 
lives had been rescued from various shipwrecks, in addition to three vessels 
eaved from destruction. The expense of the services amounted in the 
aggregate to £390, It was satisfactory to find that, througheut these dis 
astrous gales, not a single accident had happened to any of the brave life 
boatmen. The honorary eecretaries of the branches had also been, as usual, 
most zealous and active on the occasions. The committee voted the silver 
medal of the institution to Mr. Samuel Higgs, the French Vice-Consal at 
Penzance, for his brave services in going olf in the life-boat to save six 
men from the schooner Salome, of Brixham; five men from the hooner 
Selina Anne, of Looe ; and six men from the schooner Heiress, of Leigamouth. 
The thanks of the institution. inscribed on vellum, were also oclere! to be 
presented to Mr. N. B. Downing, honorary secretary of the Penzance branch, 
tor his able and untiring exertions on the above and other occasions, whea the 
life-boat saved thirty men from four different wrecks. Lhe gold medial of the 
institution was orlered to be presented to the Rev. Charles Oobb, in ackaow- 
ledgment of his intrepid services, in wading into the surf and rescuing at 
monch risk the life of one man who was in the rigging of the French lageer 
Courrier de Dieppe, which was wrecked of Dymchurch, Kent, in a qvle of 
wind and heavy sea, on Sunday morning, the 6th inst. The committee also 
voted the silver medal of the institution to a coastguardman, named Bathurst, 
who ably assisted on the occasion. Mr. Cobb nobly plunged into the surf, and 
was followed by Bathurst, the latter having a rope round him. Mr. Cobb, 
baving succeeded in reaching the vessel, got the poor fellow down, and, with 
the assistance of the coastguardman, who had joined him, brought him safely 
ashore.

STATUE OF ADRIEN D‘EPINAY AT PORT LOUIS 
MAURITIUS, 

A MONUMENT has been erected at Port Louis, the capital of the isle 
of Mauritius, to the memory of Adrien D'Epinay, an eminent la vyer 
and politician of that colony, by whose exertions, thiriy or forty 
years ago, some of the moat important reforms in its government 
were obtained. The British dominion of that island, for some time 
after its conquest in the war with France, was exercised, if not with 
despotic harshness, without any of those guarantees of civl 
and personal freedom which the interests of the people 
required. M, Adrien d’Epinay therefore, in 1827, took thel-au vz 
a number of gentlemen, both of the French and the English nationali- 
ties, who formed a committee to demand redress of the grievauces 
of their colony ; he was subsequently appointed the official ous 
for the colony in London, first in 1530, and again from 1833 to 
1835. He succeeded in getting the desired concessions, securing 

erfect civil equality, freedom of the press, the creation of a legia- 
fative council, and the charter of a colonial bank. Having returne i 
to Mauritius, he died in 1840, in the prime of manhood, bequeathing 
his library to the town of Port Louis. 

The statue is the work of his son, Mr. Prospire d’Epinay, a young 
sculptor of the highest promise, now residing, we believe, at Rome, 
who is also the sculptor of the monument of Sir William Stevenson, 
a former Governor of Mauritius, which was the subject of an 
lllustration in our Journal some months ago. 

The ceremony of unveiling the statue was performed, on Sept. 26 
last, by Lady Barkly, the wife of Sir Henry Barkly, the present 
Governor of Mauritius, who also himself took part in the proceed- 
ings; with the Mayor of Port Louis, Mr. Charles Pitot ; the Deputy 
Mayor, Mr. E. Laurent; and the Hon. Léon Arnaud, aaeenen 
connected with the d’Epinay family. The weather was fine, there 
was a numerous ashionable assembly of spectators, and the

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concerns the part which science should take in the 
gramme of education and subsequent self-culture for — ul 

This question opens up a wide range of considerations with respect 
to the value of scientific pursuits for the sake of their effect on the 
mind itself. The commoner view of physical science looks more to 
its utility as dealing with matter, e interest felt by many in 
watching the results of scientific discovery has been inseparably 
connected with all sorts of useful and wonderful improvements in 
the arts and manufactures; with the production of an enormous 
mass of wealth, the improvement of all our conveniences of travel 
and correspondence, and the manifold comforts of our daily life. It 
would indeed be silly and ungrateful, in England and in the nine- 
teenth century, not to applaud these beneficent practical applications 
of science. ut such work, highly Emre and profitable to others, 
must be chiefly performed by the adepts of the laboratory or the 
engine factory, and by the scientific minds employed in making 
calculations or designs for their particular service. ere can hence- 
forth be no fear, we suppose, of a deficiency in the number of skilful 
persons able and willing to do what is needful in the business 
of applying science to augment the riches and commodities 
of mankind. That is a thing which pays, and wants 
no other recommendation. But what has scarcely been 
so well understood hitherto is the advantage of learning 
science as a means of mental discipline, with a view to cultivating 
some of the most essential faculties and habits of thought. This 
question touches the highest interests of mg A it is far more 
important than the uses of the electric telegraph, the steam-engine, 
or the spinning-jenny, or the entire contents of a Paris or a London 
Great Exhibition. It has a most serious bearing on the moral and 
social as well as intellectual welfare of the community, in so far as 
“the education of the judgment” must affect the whole creed and 
conduct of the individual, influencing his sentiments and behaviour 
in all the relations of life. 

Now, it is contended by the leading advocates of the study of 
the natural sciences, on the new ground — have lately taken up, 
that this kind of knowledge, or, more properly speaking, its peculiar 
method of investigation, supplies an indispensable element of sound 
culture of the mind. They insist on having it reckoned a part of “the 
humanities,” meaning those branches of learning—formerly mean- 
ing only Latin, with the books of logic and metaphysics written in 
Latin, and nothing besides—by which an accomplished man is 
trained and equipped to live in the modern world. They say nothing 
against what is pedantically called “ classical” literature, and the 
ancient history therewith bound up. Sir John Herschel is the 
latest translator of Homer, though his testimony is the foremost in 
favour of scientific education. But they do affirm that these studies 
of theirs are requisite in education for the sake of an intellectual 
discipline, which can be imparted in no other way, and without 
which a oung man is sent forth, at the end of his Universit 
course, blind of one eye, halting upon one leg, maimed of one hand, 
imperfectly prepared for manly life. hey trace the evil 
effects of this neglect in a multitude of delusive theories and 
blunders of practice detrimental to our social and political state. 
They submit, therefore, with considerable show of reason, 
that natural science is quite as necessary a portion of scholarship as 
the grammar and prosody of the Greek and Latin languages, and 
that it is the due complement of mathematical studies. For it calls 
into exercise the powers of observing facts, of weighing probabilities, 
and of reasoning by induction from particular instances to general 
laws, which are not sufficiently developed by geometry and algebra 
on the one hand, or by grammar, philology, rhetoric, and formal 
logic on the other, in the existing schemes of University education. 

t appears to us even more urgent to grant this argument a fair 
hearing since the two ancient English Universities have taken such 
wise and liberal measures to gain a broader basis of populer 
—- The success of the Oxford and Csembridge local 
voluntary examinations all over the country, and the esteem 
in which the degrees and certificates are everywhire held 
by middle-claes people, show a confiding desire on the part cf 
these to avail themselves of the same elements of cducation, bear- 
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ing the credentials of the same authority, which are conven’ 
pet > gemate. Re ote iority of the privi 5 
thy and fashionable classes. In matter, as in o' 

of domestic life and personal habit or taste, we are happily so free 
from the spirit of an envious democracy, that there is rather a dis- 
position, without prejudice to the distinctions of rank, to enable all 
to rise to a common ground of respectability and of mutual re- 
ciation. But, if the highest education received by the sons of the 
nobility and gentry at the Universities lacks an essential portion of 
that w: ould go to the complete education of the thful 
mind, we hope the Universities will hasten to repair s defect 
before they extend their guiding and controlling influence to the 
education of the whole people. They have done so much in the 
way of reform during the last twenty or thirty years that we may 
expect they will see to this, We have the example of the late 
Dr. Whewell, whose lecture, at the Royal Institution, “On the 
Influence of Scientific Discovery on Intellectual Education,” is among 
the essays collected in this volume. 

Dr. Whewell remarks, accordingly, that every great attempt ever 
made for the improvement of intellectual education, every advance 
of the standa | of mental culture recognised in any age and nation, 
has been the effect of some considerable scientific discovery or group 
of discoveries in the preceding years. In support of this tion, 
he observes that the dialectic method of Coomtes an or 
which Plato employed and ascribed to Socrates, in his ethical in- 
quiries and his disputes with the rhetorical Sophists, came into use 
immediately upon the discovery of a connected body of geometrical 
truths, from which the Greeks of that age had learned 
what is the genuine aspect of truth in meral, and that 
the discovery of truth is within the reach of the human mind. The 
Romans, for their part, cultivated the science of jurisprudence in 
its most comprehensive forr:, the doctrine of civil rights and obli- 
gations; and their discoveries in that science, with the method of 
its procedure, came to have the strongest influence upon the educa- 
tional systems and the habits of thought in Western Europe, from 
the time of the Roman Empire, through the Middle Ages, and to the 

resent day, especially in France and Italy, Germany and Spain. 
3ut Dr. Whewell further remarks, that neither the study of 
geometry and mathematics, nor that of the Roman law and 
general jurisprudence, nor both studies together, can give 
the intellect all its needful discipline, because they are both 
deductive sciences, in which e conclusion is to be demonstrated 
from axioms or first principles, e even suggests that an exclusive 
attention to processes of deductive logic may have an injurious 
effect on the mind, and unfit it for the investigation of truth in 
subjects requiring a different mode of treatment, The remedy or 
preventive of this evil is to cultivate the inductive faculty by the 
study of one or more of the natural sciences, “The knowledge of 
which I speak,” says Dr. Whewell, “ must be a knowledge of things, 
and not merely of names of things; an acquaintance with the 
operations and productions of nature, as they appear to the eye, not 
merely with what has been said about them ; a knowledge of the 
laws of nature, seen in special experiments and observations, before 
they are conceived in general terms; a knowledge of the types of 
natural forms, gathered from individual cases already made familiar. 
By such study of one or more departments of inductive knowledge, 
the mind may escape from the thraldom and illusion which reigns in 
the world of mere words,” 

Has this been done? asks the late Master of Trinity; has the 
plan of a liberal education been thus extended? The answer is to be 
found in the evidence laid before the Public School Commissioners, 
some extracts from which are reprinted in the Appendix. We have 
the testimony of such witnesses as Sir John Herschel, Sir Charles 
Lyell, Professor Owen, Professor Faraday, Professor De Morgan, Dr. 
Joseph Hooker, and Dr. W. B. Carpenter, who agree in saying that, 
as the physical sciences and natural history have been almost en- 
tirely ignored in the teaching of the higher classes in this country, 
they find daily occasion to lament their deficiency of those wat 
ties of observation and judgment which such studies are proper to 
exercise, In this respect it appears to Profeesor Owen and Sir Charles

particulars are likely to be authentic :— 

The foundation of the convent of Arkadi (in pure Greek Arkadion) is 
ascribed by some historians to Heraclius, Emperor of the East in the 
seventh century of the Christian era ; and by others to the Emperor of 
the East, Arcadius, who reigned in the fourth century after Christ, 
and whose name it still bears, although recently called St. Constan- 
tine. It was situated on the southern side of Mount Ida, 489 
yards above the level of the sea, and 2000 yards from 
the summit of that mountain, renowned in ancient times. In 
the Middle Ages, it was used as an academy of sciences and arts, 
where pupils assembled from all parts, east and west. The Moors 
of Spain, the Venetians, Kyprouli the Turkish conqueror of Candia, 
the Janissaries, and the Arabs themselves, during the war of the 
Greek Independence, from 1821 to 1829, had all respected it as a 
shelter where travellers and the indigent poor, of nationalities 
and of all religions, found gratuitously a place of rest and the most 
assiduous care. Enriched by the numerous donations of those who 
visited it, it supplied other schools and sent pupils to study at its own 
expense in foreign countries, employed painters and embroiderers 
of pictures and holy objects, busied itself with agriculture, planta- 
tions, and the bringing up of cattle, with as much zeal as intelli- 
gence. Our Engraving of this remarkable building is from a view 
taken on the spot by the German traveller Sieber many years ago. 

On Nov. 19 last Mustapha Pacha, who had left Rethymnos at the 
head of from 12,000 to 15,000 infantry, with several batteries of 
artillery, attacked the convent of Arkadi, His operations having 
failed during two days and two nights of incessant firing, three attacks 
aud as many summonses to surrender not being able to shake the 
courage of the defenders of the convent, the Turkish General, with 
the aid of pieces of ——= of may calibre, succeeded in effect- 
ing a breach. Four battalions of Turco-Egyptian soldiers pene- 
trated, on the morning of the 22nd, into the large hall, where the 
h-roic Cretans kept up during six hours a furious conibat. 

Seeing all further resistance hopeless, Pastor Gabriel and the 
whole of the people under his charge preferred to die rather than 
surrender, and the next moment a terrible explosion terminated this 
bloody tragedy, hurling into the air all the besieged and many 
hundreds of the besiegers. It was Pastor Gabriel who did this, by 
setting on fire a large quantity of powder placed in a vault com- 
municating by a trap-door with the apartments of the Pastor, into 
which almost all the victims had gone for refuge. The Greeks esti- 
mate 950 to be the number of old men, women, and children who 
had sought protection in the convent, with the garrison of about 
250 soldiers. Of these 1200 human beings, all who had survived 
were sixty-one women and children and thirty-five men wounded or 
mutilated, who had retired into a wing of the building which the 
effects of the explosion had but imperfectly reached. This also 
of the building was soon reduced to ashes by the Turks when they 
had recove: from their stupor, as well as the church which had 

mained, and which was previously profaned and plundered by the 
Mussulmans, The prisoners were sent to Rethymnos; the women 
and children were shat up in churches and the men in infected dun- 
yeons, and deprived of all communication with the Christian popu- 
lation of the town. The wounded and mutilated, who were not able 
to keep up with the rest, were put to death on the way. 


THE BUINS OF CROYDON CHURCH. 


Ove last Number contained an Dlustration and full account of the 
destruction of the fine old parish Church of St. John the Baptist at 
Croydon, on the night of Saturday, the 5th inst. We now present 
au external view of the ruins of the sacred building. It is satis- 
factory to hear that Mr. George Gilbert Scott, the architect, is 
understood to have expressed an opinion that the tower, which was 
erected in the time of Archbishop Chicheley, towards the end of the 
fourteenth or early in the fifteenth century, is capable of being 
restored, all or most of the exterior walls Keving een preserved. 
It remains to be stated that the fabric was insured to the amount of 
£10,800 in all.

MUSKETRY INSTRUCTION IN THE ARMY. 
Major-General Hay, Inspector-General of Musketry, in Senate pte 
annual report on the progress of musketry instruction in the army at 
and abroad during the year ending March 31, 1866, to the Adjutant-General 
of the forces, brings under the notice of the Duke of Cambridge the 
particulars :— 

1. In regiments of cavalry armed with the rifle carbine, 7079 men 
have been exercised, out of strength, exclusive of recruits, and not including 
the Household Cavalry, of 8244. 

2. The “ of merit” of the shooting of the cavalry is 28°58, and the 
per centages of the first and third classes in judging distances are 54 of the 


former and 5 of the latter. 

3. Seven regiments of cavalry did not execute the annual course. 

4. In the infantry, including the Royal Engineers and Commissariat Staff 
Corps, 88,550 men have been exercised out of a strength, exclusive of re- 
cruite, of 104,138. 

5. The “ figure of merit” of the infantry is 56°34, and the 
the first and third classes in judging distances are 82 out of 
only one of the latter. 

6. The number of men who practised at distances between 600, and 800, 
and 900 yards was 12,876, being 14°54 per cent of the total strength, and of 
this number 4621, or nearly 36 per cent, became marksmen.

THE VOLUNTEERS. 


The presentation of prizes awarded by the Bank of England

being 143 ; the efficients 133, or 93 per cent of the total strength. The ad- 
mirable state of efficiency of this division is no less due to the energies of the 
men themselves than to the untiring exertions of Captain Currie. On the 
conclusion of these proceedings the volunteers in the Bank of England, num- 
bering 150, and representing about ten different regiments, adjourned to the 
Guildhall Tavern, at seven p.m., for the purposeof dining together. Captain 
Currie, Civii Service, took the chair.

A SERIES of Popular Orchestral Concerts has commenced at Her 
Majesty's Theatre, under the direction of Signor Arditi. The en- 
terprise has been set on foot by a body of tie Lp = members of 
the orchestras of that theatre and of the Royal Italian Opera; and 
the management of the concern has been intrusted to a committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Watson, Howell, and C. Harper. The first 
concert took place on Saturday evening last. It is intended to con- 
tinue them three times a week—on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and 
Saturdays—for an indefinite period, which, we may presume, 
will depend upon the success of the undertaking. They 
will be in the form of promenade concerts, the theatre 
being elegantly fitted up with that view; but it is intended 
to make them of a higher order than promenade concerts 
have hitherto been. On two nights in the week they are to be of an 
entirely classical character, their programmes being selected from 
the works of the great orchestral and other composers; on the 
remaining night it is proposed that the entertainment shall be of a 
more miscellaneous nature.
